No Personality, and While Its Prim Aleofness Is To Be Admired, Its Lack 


Of a Permanent Tenant, Often Means a Lack of Comfort for the 


S the time for transplanting family life to the country 
draws near, all good housewives begin to review the con- 
dition of household requirements. Different people have 

different ways of arranging their town and country existences, 
dependent upon their means, of course, but also upon their 
tastes and habits. Some have an entire paraphernalia of com- 
fort in both places, down to the very hair-brushes of the children. 
Their summer abode is completely equipped—silver (or for 
safety, a fine imitation of the same), china, glass, linen, blankets, 
every kind of picture, curtain, furniture, and ornament; and 
these, having been carefully put away before the autumn flitting, 
are all ready to be taken out or uncovered for the joyful return. 
Other people, on the contrary, bring away great van loads when 
they move into town and take them back when they move out 
again. Pretty things and useful things can not always be afforded 
for both places, or are such favourites that they must accompany 
their owners wherever their owners go, and there is something 
rather touching in the departure and arrival of the family pos- 
sessions—old friends that they are! Grandmamma’s armchair, 
in which she sternly sits bolt upright, Arabella’s piano, Jack’s 
now empty aquarium, where obstinate tadpoles have died by the 
dozen rather than drop their tails and develop into frogs, the 
sewing-machine in a sheet, the parrot in its cage; they emerge 
from seclusion with an air of long-established comradeship, and 
yet a certain proud flavour of secret experiences on the road. 
But these are things intimately associated with the downsittings 
and uprisings of the household, with its pleasures and griefs 
and amusements and occupations. They are part of its daily 
life, to be considered from the most sentimental standpoint. It 
is the spare bedroom furniture, the things that have no domestic 
demand that get left behind in the departure of those who have 
the moving-van habit, and which wait with formal aloofness 
for the return of the complete two-house people. 


HE atmosphere of rooms into which the family do not 

generally go, is an atmosphere very easy to be detected and 
every bit of furniture partakes of it. One recognizes at once the 
Marcotte period; the dressing-table (an article now ignorantly 
referred to as a “dresser”? by department shops and those speak- 
ing their language), the chest of drawers, the .washstand, the 
sofa at the foot of the bed, the chairs, and tables, all matching 
and all presenting the dignified appearance of superseded ex- 
cellence. There are Landseer engravings, good of their kind, too, 
upon the wall, and the chintz hangings are still charming. The 
room has succeeded to the best of an era that put aside mahog- 
any and designed in lightwood or walnut. Or, perhaps, it is a 
room that has taken in the carved rosewood set, once some bride’s 
wedding outfit, and has a flowered paper of trellised roses and 
a mid-Victorian water-colour view over the chimneypiece. 
Something sweet, and dignified, and pathetic, of past good- 
housekeeping and present change of taste, meets one as the door 
is opened. The garden, backed by the woods, shows from one 
window; the lawns and, perhaps, a glimpse of blue water from 
another. The country sounds of birds and insects come drifting 
in. The family-part of the house seems far off. One knows 


their rooms, with the beautiful and characteristic things they 
have selected or collected, placed to the best advantage, with 
their individualities expressed and impressed upon every article 
and every arrangement, with the atmosphere of personal thought 
and habit that fills places which are constantly dominated by 
the presence of the same human being.

UT the guest-room is not dominated. It reflects no habits 
but its own of agreeable reticence and restraint. Too many 
people have dreamed there for any one dream to assert itself; 
too many people have looked in its pleasant mirror for any 
mirror to remember. The-sun has slanted through the shutters 
into the eyes of such numbers of would-be-sleepy heads that he 
must long ago have become indifferent to their curses. It is a 
strange thing that almost all spare bedroom beds should face the 
light, but owing to the plans of the architect or the fancy of the 
householder, they generally do. The city-bred can hardly sleep 
at night for the silence, nor in the morning for the sun, and are 
apt to be a little haggard until after breakfast, perhaps even 
very haggard if they have tried to follow the reprehensible cus- 
tom of reading in bed and have not had anything more modern 
than a candle to do it by. And this custom, bad enough to be 
discouraged, though dear enough to most of us to be persisted 
in despite discouragement, leads one on the subject of spare bed- 
room books. ‘There is the collection of old novels, which one 
welcomes, in a bookcase, or the few good, but heavy books in the 
rack on the writing-table (a rack that surely came from Switzer- 
land at the cuckoo-clock period), or the little pile of poems and 
essays on the night-stand. The room’s taste is impersonal, and 
those who passed before us have left no sign that we can recog- 
nize as far as their literary feeling is concerned, as, in turn, we 
shall leave no record of ours. 


OMETIMES we know our hosts well enough to have a fairly 
accurate idea as to who has preceded us and who is likely 
to follow us. We see the charred spot at the edge of the dressing- 
table and guess which careless Tom or Dick or Harry allowed 
a cigarette slowly to consume and die there. If we are house- 
holders ourselves, we know the whole top will have to be scraped 
and done over. We find a red bronze hairpin (which appears 
to have been as invisible as its name to the housemaid) caught 
in the flounce of the fat pincushion, and we imagine it to have 
been Lucinda Golightly’s, as red bronze was the last colour of 
her decorative hair, and we picture Lucinda’s life with less envy 
than we used to. 


HE room would have suppressed these signs if it could, and 

thoroughly disapproves of them, just as it disapproves of our 
reading in bed and not being able to sleep with a dart of sun- 
light in our eyes, but in these small ways itinerant human nature 
has been too much for it. It is never going to be intimate with 
us, but if we insist upon being interested in each other’s silly 
comings and goings, interested we must be. Still we more than 
suspect it of trying to discipline us, as the family rooms never 
dare to discipline the family. There are certain signs that 
should not escape the observant. For instance, if we are lazy 
and inclined to unpunctuality, ten to one there will be a clock 
on the chimneypiece, which not only strikes the hours, but chimes 
the quarters. If, on the contrary, we are nervous about the time, 
we shall find there a clock that does not go and never has gone. 
If we are timid, the bell connecting with the servants’ quarters 
will ring like a gong. If we are bold, it won’t ring at all. Hot 
water will never run for_us as it will for the owners of the estab- 
lishment, and the breeze will always be on the other side of the 
house. We do not go so far as to say discipline is bad for us, 
and the methods of the prim, old, spare bedroom are dear to us, 
but we should like to suggest to all householders that they sleep 
in every guest chamber in turn once every year, to see what it 
is up to with their friends and acquaintances.

5. After the transfer has been ap 
plied as above (to secure the best re 
sults) it should be given one or more 
protecting coats of varnish the next 
day.
